There are some advantages for 
fall. plowing. Among them is the 
fact that it ‘helps-speed up the de- 
cay.of gyeen manure: crops and 
erop residues, such as corn stalks 
and straw: This may. lessen in;

Furthermore, pattie and dry- 
ing, freezing ‘and thawing tend to

heavier soils, As. these forces are 
more effective in recently plowed 
land, the fall plowing advantages 
in heavier soils is plainly evident. 

County agent Rebman sums up 
the question this way.
